The  Trustees  have  resolved  to  establish  an  Agricultural  Department, 
in  which  the  best  facilities  for  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
agriculture  shall  be  afforded,  consisting  of  lectures,  experiments,  and 
general  instruction  in  those  sciences  which  have  a  more  direct  relation 
to  this  important  branch  of  industry ;  embracing  a  period  of  fifteen 
weeks,  during  the  second  term  of  each  year. 

Instruction  in  this  department  will,  therefore,  commence  about  the 
first  of  December  in  each  year,  and  close  about  the  middle  of  March. 
It  will  afford  the  sons  of  farmers,  and  others,  an  opportunity  to  spend 
the  winter  months  in  listening  to  lectures  from  scientific  professors  and 
practical  agriculturists,  who  will  be  employed  to  give  instruction  in 
Agricultural  Chemistry,  embracing  the  nature  of  the  soil  in  this  State, 
and  its  adaptation  to  the  different  productions  of  this  latitude,  and  the 
best  means  by  which  the  different  kinds  of  soil  may  be  enriched ;  in 
Practical  Mechanics,  embracing  the  structure  of  buildings,  fences,  and 
farming  tools,  with  reference  to  durability,  utility  and  economy;  in 
Greology,  embracing  the  mineral  resources  of  the  State  ;  in  Agricultural 
Jurisprudence,  embracing  the  laws  relating  to  deeds  of  conveyance, 
trade,  and  agricultural  pursuits ;  in  Animal  and  Yegetable  Physiology, 
embracing  the  kind  of  animals  adapted  to  the  climate,  the  best  methods 
of  rearing  them,  the  diseases  to  which  they  are  subject,  their  compara- 
tive expense  and  the  means  of  their  improvement,  and  the  culture  of 
the  different  kinds  of  grain  and  fruits.  In  addition,  the  students  in 
this  department  will  be  allowed  to  recite  in  those  classes  in  the  other 
departments  for  which  they  are  fitted. 

This  department  will  be  fully  organized  at  the  earliest  period  practi- 
cable. 
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This  department  furnishes  peculiar  facilities  for  a  thorough  ele- 
mentary English  education,  and  embraces  such  studies,  including  the 
elements  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  as  are  necessary  for 
admission  in  full  into  the  classical  course  of  the  college  department. 
Peculiar  attention  is  paid  to  the  pronunciation,  etymology,  and  the 
syntax  of  these  languages.  The  object  is  not  to  hurry  pupils  from  one 
author  to  another,  but  to  make  them  perfectly  familiar,  before  entering 
college,  with  all  the  elementary  principles,  and  thus,  at  an  early  period 
in  their  literary  course,  forming  a  taste,  a  relish,  for  these  languages.

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical 
Course,  must  be  able  to  sustain  an  examination  in  English  Grammar, 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  through  simple  equations,  Andrews 
and  Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar,  Andrews'  Latin  Reader,  three  books 
of  Caesar's  Commentaries,  Cicero's  Orations,  Sophocles'  Greek  Gram- 
mar and  Greek  Lessons,  and  Felton's  Greek  Reader,  through  the 
Cyropsedia.  Much  will  depend  on  the  thoroughness  with  which  prepa- 
rations are  made. 

For  admission  to  the  Scientij&c  Course,  students  will  be  examined  in 
all  the  English  branches  of  our  preparatory  course  of  studies. 

The  preparatory  department  is  open  for  the  reception  of  any  student 
of  good  moral  character,  who  is  of  suitable  age  to  be  removed  from  the 
restraints  of  domestic  life,  and  possesses  the  ordinary  capacities  for  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character;  and  students  coming  from  other  colleges,  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission. 


I'oratiou  aii^  iuilMit|)S. 

This  University  is  located  in  Granville,  Licking  county,  Ohio,  three 
miles  north  of  the  Central  Ohio  Railroad,  six  miles  west  of  Newark, 
and  twenty-eight  miles  east  of  the  city  of  Columbus ;  in  an  uncom- 
monly healthy  locality,  and  in  a  community  distinguished  for  intelligence 
and  morality. 

As  the  site  of  the  present  college  buildings  is  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
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town,  the  Trustees  have  selected  and  purchased  a  plat  of  ground  of 
twenty-seven  acres,  embracing  a  beautiful  elevation,  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  town,  as  the  site  of  the  new  university  buildings.  One 
new  edifice,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  feet  long  and  four  stories 
high,  is  now  in  process  of  erection. 


In  the  spring  of  1853,  an  effort  was  commenced  to  raise  an  endow- 
ment of  $125,000  for  this  institution.  At  this  date,  Nov.  10,  1854, 
about  the  sum  of  $70,000  has  been  pledged;  which,  with  what  had 
before  been  raised  for  endowment  purposes,  makes  the  present  resources 
of  the  University,  aside  from  its  library,  apparatus,  buildings,  and  other 
real  estate,  to  consist  of  about  $80,000.  But  to  carry  out  the  plans 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  erect  suitable  buildings,  the 
completion  of  the  endowment  effort  is  indispensable.

The  Caliopean  and  Franklin  Societies  have  meetings  weekly,  in  their 
own  halls,  for  exercises  in  essays,  criticisms,  orations  and  debates. 
They  each  hold  one  public  exhibition  during  the  year.  They  have, 
distinct  from  the  University,  very  valuable  libraries,  embracing  many 
of  our  most  choice  literary,  historical  and  philosophical  works;  and 
valuable  cabinets  of  minerals  and  curiosities.

The  officers  have  their  rooms  in  the  college  edifices,  and,  during 
hours  appropriated  to  study,  maintain  quietness  and  good  order  in  the 
halls  and  over  the  premises.     They  also  keep  a  register,  showing  the 
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absence  of  each  student  from  all  exercises  upon  whicli  bis  attendance 
is  required :  also,  the  degree  of  excellence  or  deficiency  of  eacb  per- 
formance, and  bis  general  deportment.  This,  if  requested,  is,  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  transmitted  to  parents  or  guardians,  and  is  open  at 
all  times  to  their  inspection. 

The  laws  enacted  by  the  Trustees  for  regulating  the  internal  affairs 
of  the  Institution,  will,  at  all  times,  be  enforced  by  the  Faculty  with 
firmness  and  impartiality.  When  kindness  and  an  appeal  to  honorable 
principles  or  private  admonition,  will  secure  the  end  aimed  at  in  these 
regulations,  they  will  always  be  preferred  and  employed ;  but  when 
these  fail  to  influence  any  young  man  faithfully  to  improve  his  time  and 
opportunities,  his  friends  will  be  informed  of  his  delinquencies,  that  he 
may  be  removed  from  the  Institution,  if  possible,  without  public  cen- 


sure.

Prayers,  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  are  attended  to  in  the 
college  chapel,  morning  and  evening,  at  which  all  the  students  are 
required  to  be  present. 

Every  student  is  required  to  attend  public  worship  on  the  forenoon 
and  afternoon  of  each  Lord's  day. 

Every  student,  on  entering  the  Institution,  is  furnished  with  a  copy 
of  the  laws ;  and  no  excuse  is  received  for  ignorance  of  its  contents. 

The  payment  of  term  bills  is  invariably  required  in  advance. 

Students  will  find  it  for  their  interest  as  well  as  comfort  to  bring 
with  them  what  furniture  they  may  need  in  their  rooms,  such  as  sheets, 
towels^  bed  spreads,  &c.,  as  they  sometimes  find  it  inconvenient  and 
expensive  to  furnish  themselves  with  these  articles  after  their  arrival. 
Bedsteads,  chairs  and  tables,  may  usually  be  obtained  about  College. 

Indigent,  pious  young  men,  of  suitable  character,  who  have  the 
ministry  in  view,  are  admitted  as  beneficiaries  of  the  Ohio  Baptist  Edu- 
cation Society. 

By  the  liberality  of  Wm.  S.  Denison,  Esq.,  provision  is  made  for 
the  free  tuition  of  forty  beneficiaries  of  this  society,  provided  they  are 
strictly  indigent,  and  have  no  parents  able  to  educate  them.

The  charges  for 
I  incidental  expenses  are  seventy-five  cents  for  the  first  term,  and  one 
dollar  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Room  rent  is,  for  the  first  term^  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents, 
and  two  dollars  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Grood  board  is  furnished  by  the  Steward  at  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents  per  week.  By  associating  in  clubs,  students  obtain  board  in 
families  at  from  one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
week.

The  Trustees  have  resolved  to  establish  an  Agricultural  Department, 
in  which  the  best  facilities  for  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
agriculture  shall  be  afforded,  consisting  of  lectures,  experiments,  and 
general  instruction  in  those  sciences  which  have  a  more  direct  relation 
to  this  important  branch  of  industry ;  embracing  a  period  of  fifteen 
weeks,  during  the  second  term  of  each  year. 

Instruction  in  this  department  will,  therefore,  commence  about  the 
first  of  December,  in  each  year,  and  close  about  the  middle  of  March. 
It  will  afford  the  sons  of  farmers,  and  others,  an  opportunity  to  spend 
the  winter  months  in  listening  to  lectures  from  scientific  professors  and 
practical  agriculturists,  who  will  be  employed  to  give  instruction  in 
Agricultural  Chemistry,  embracing  the  nature  of  the  soil  in  this  State, 
and  its  adaptation  to  the  different  productions  of  this  latitude,  and  the 
best  means  by  which  the  different  kinds  of  soil  may  be  enriched  ;  in 
Practical  Mechanics,  embracing  the  structure  of  buildings,  fences,  and 
farming  tools,  with  reference  to  durability,  utility  and  economy;  in 
Geology,  embracing  the  mineral  resources  of  the  State  ;  in  Agricultural 
Jurisprudence,  embracing  the  laws  relating  to  deeds  of  conveyance, 
trade,  and  agricultural  pursuits;  in  Animal  and  Vegetable  Physiology, 
embracing  the  kind  of  animals  adapted  to  the  climate,  the  best  methods 
of  rearing  them,  the  diseases  to  which  they  are  subject,  their  compara- 
tive expense  and  the  means  of  their  improvement,  and  the  culture  of 
the  different  kinds  of  grain  and  fruits.  In  addition,  the  students  in 
this  department  will  be  allowed  to  recite  in  those  classes  in  the  other 
departments  for  which  they  are  fitted. 

This  department  will  be  fully  organized  at  the  earliest  period  practi- 
cable.

This  department  furnishes  peculiar  facilities  for  a  thorough  ele- 
mentary English  education,  and  embraces  such  studies,  including  the 
elements  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  as  are  necessary  for 
admission  in  full  into  the  classical  course  of  the  college  department. 
Peculiar  attention  is  paid  to  the  pronunciation,  etymology,  and  the 
syntax  of  these  languages.  The  object  is  not  to  hurry  pupils  from  one 
author  to  another,  but  to  make  them  perfectly  familiar,  before  entering 
college,  with  all  the  elementary  principles,  and  thus,  at  an  early  period 
in  their  literary  course,  forming  a  taste,  a  relish  for  these  languages.

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical 
Course,  must  be  able  to  sustain  an  examination  in  English  Grrammar, 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  through  simple  equations,  Andrews 
and  Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar,  Andrews'  Latin  Reader,  three  books 
of  Caesar's  Commentaries,  Cicero's  Orations,  Sophocles'  Greek  Gram- 
mar and  Greek  Lessons,  and  Felton's  Greek  Reader,  through  the 
Cyropsedia.  Much  will  depend  on  the  thoroughness  with  which  prepa- 
rations are  made. 

For  admission  to  the  Scientific  Course,  students  will  be  examined  in 
all  the  English  Branches  of  our  preparatory  course  of  studies. 

The  preparatory  department  is  open  for  the  reception  of  any  student 
of  good  moral  character,  who  is  of  suitable  age  to  be  removed  from  the 
restraints  of  domestic  life,  and  possesses  the  ordinary  capacities  for  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character;  and  students  coming  from  other  colleges,  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission.

This  University  is  located  in  Granville,  Licking  County,  Ohio,  three 
miles  north  of  the  Central  Ohio  Railroad,  six  miles  west  of  Newark, 
and  twenty-eight  miles  east  of  the  city  of  Columbus  ;  in  an  uncom- 
monly healthy  locality,  and  in  a  community  distinguished  for  intelligence 
and  morality. 
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The  Trustees  have  selected  and  purchased  a  plat  of  ground  of 
twenty-seven  acres,  embracing  a  beautiful  elevation  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  town,  as  the  site  of  the  new  University  buildings.  One  new 
edifice,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  feet  long  and  four  stories  high, 
has  been  erected,  and  will  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the  present 
collegiate  year  ;  at  an  expense  of  about  $18,000. 


In  the  spring  of  1853,  an  effort  was  commenced  to  raise  an  endow- 
ment of  $125,000  for  this  institution..  $70,000  has  been  pledged; 
which,  with  what  had  before  been  raised  for  endowment  purposes,  makes 
the  present  resources  of  the  University,  aside  from  its  library,  apparatus, 
buildings,  and  other  real  estate,  to  consist  of  about  $80,000,  But  to 
carry  out  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  erect  suita- 
ble buildings,  the  completion  of  the  endowment  effort  is  indispensable.

The  University  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access,  is 
about  to  be  enlarged  by  valuable  additions.  It  now,  combined  with 
the  Libraries  of  the  Literary  Societies,  comprises  about  5000  volumes.

A  large  and  valuable  Cabinet  of  minerals  has  been  procured  at  great 
labor  and  expense.  The  Cabinet  of  Prof.  Carter  having  been  added  to 
the  stock  of  minerals  formerly  owned  by  the  College,  renders  it  a  very 
valuable  collection  of  minerals  and  fossils.

The  Caliopean  and  Franklin  Societies  bave  meetings  weekly,  in  their 
own  halls,  for  exercises  in  essays,  criticisms,  orations  and  debates. 
They  each  hold  one  public  exhibition  during  the  year.  They  have, 
distinct  from  the  University,  very  valuable  libraries,  embracing  many 
of  our  most  choice  literary,  historical  and  philosophical  works ;  and 
valuable  cabinets  of  minerals  and  curiosities.

The  of&cers  have  their  rooms  in  the  college  edifices,  and,  during 
hours  appropriated  to  study,  maintain  quietness  and  good  order  in  the 
halls  and  over  tbe  premises.  They  also  keep  a  register,  showing  the 
absence  of  each  student  from  all  exercises  upon  which  his  attendance 
is  required  :  also  the  degree  of  excellence  or  deficiency  of  each  per- 
formance, and  his  general  deportment.  This,  if  requested,  is,  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  transmitted  to  parents  or  guardians,  and  is  open  at 
all  times  to  their  inspection. 

The  laws  enacted  by  the  Trustees  for  regulating  the  internal  affairs 
of  the  Institution,  will,  at  all  times,  be  enforced  by  the  Faculty  with 
firmness  and  impartiality.  When  kindness  and  an  appeal  to  honorable 
principles,  or  private  admonition,  will  secure  the  end  aimed  at  in  tbese 
regulations,  they  will  always  be  preferred  and  employed ;  but  when 
these  fail  to  influence  any  young  man  faithfully  to  improve  his  time  and 
opportunities,  his  friends  will  be  informed  of  his  delinquencies,  that  he 
may  be  removed  from  the  Institution,  if  possible,  without  public  cen- 
sure.

Prayers,  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  are  attended  to  in  the 
college  chapel,  morning  and  evening,  at  which  all  the  students  are 
required  to  be  present. 
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Every  student  is  required  to  attend  public  worship  on  the  forenoon 
and  afternoon  of  each  Lord's  day. 

Every  student,  on  entering  the  Institution  is  furnished  with  a  copy 
of  the  laws ;  and  no  excuse  is  received  for  ignorance  of  its  contents. 

The  payment  of  term  bills  is  invariably  required  in  advance. 

Students  will  find  it  for  their  interest  as  well  as  comfort  to  bring 
with  them  what  furniture  they  may  need  in  their  rooms,  such  as  sheets, 
towels,  bed  spreads,  &c.,  as  they  sometimes  find  it  inconvenient  and 
expensive  to  furnish  themselves  with  these  articles  after  their  arrival. 
Bedsteads,  chairs  and  tables,  may  usually  be  obtained  about  College. 

Indigent,  pious  young  men,  of  suitable  character,  who  have  the 
ministry  in  view,  are  admitted  as  beneficiaries  of  the  Ohio  Baptist  Edu- 
cation Society. 

By  the  liberality  of  Wm.  S.  Denisox,  Esq.,  provision  is  made  for 
the  free  tuition  of  forty  beneficiaries  of  this  society,  provided  they  are 
strictly  indigent,  and  have  no  parents  able  to  educate  them.

The  academic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms.  The  first  term  con- 
sists of  twelve  weeks ;  and  the  second  and  third  terms  consist  of  four- 
teen weeks  each. 

The  tuition  in  the  college  department  is  eight  dollars  for  the  first 
term,  and  ten  dollars  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms.  The  tuition 
in  the  agricultural  department  is  ten  dollars.  The  tuition  in  the  pre- 
paratory department  is  six  dollars  for  the  first  term,  and  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms.  The  charges  for 
incidental  expenses  are  seventy-five  cents  for  the  first  term,  and  one 
dollar  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Room  rent  is,  for  the  first  term,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents, 
and  two  dollars  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Good  board  is  furnished  by  the  Steward  at  ^1,62^  per  week,  or  $1,50 
if  paid  for  the  term  in  advance.  By  associating  in  clubs,  students 
obtain  board  in  families  at  from  one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  week.

The  Trustees  have  resolved  to  establish  an  Agricultural  De- 
partment, in  which  the  best  facilities  for  obtaining  a  knowledge  of 
the  science  of  agriculture  shall  be  afforded,  consisting  of  lectures, 
experiments,  and  general  instruction  in  those  sciences  which  have 
a  more  direct  relation  to  this  important  branch  of  industry ;  em- 
bracing a  period  of  fifteen  weeks,  during  the  second  term  of  each 
year. 

Instruction  in  this  department  will,  therefore,  commence  about 
the  first  of  December,  in  each  year,  and  close  about  the  middle  of 
March.  It  will  afford  the  sons  of  farmers,  and  others,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  spend  the  winter  months  in  listening  to  lectures  from 
scientific  professors  and  practical  agriculturists,  who  will  be  em- 
ployed to  give  instruction  in  Agricultural  Chemistry,  embracing 
the  nature  of  the  soil  in  this  State,  and  its  adaptation  to  the  dif- 
ferent productions  of  this  latitude,  and  the  best  means  by  which 
the  different  kinds  of  soil  may  be  enriched ;  in  Practical  Mechan- 
ics, embracing  the  structure  of  buildings,  fences,  and  farming 
tools,  with  reference  to  durability,  utility  and  economy;  in  Geology, 
embracing  the  mineral  resources  of  the  State ;  in  Agricultural 
Jurisprudence,  embracing  the  laws  relating  to  deeds  of  convey- 
ance, trade,  and  agricultural  pursuits ;  in  Animal  and  Vegetable 
Physiology,  embracing  the  kind  of  animals  adapted  to  the  climate, 
the  best  methods  of  rearing  them,  the  diseases  to  which  they  are 
subject,  their  comparative  expense  and  the  means  of  their  improve- 
ment, and  the  culture  of  the  different  kinds  of  grain  and  fruits. — 
In  addition,  the  students  in  this  department  will  be  allowed  to  re- 
cite in  those  classes  in  the  other  departments  for  which  they  are 
fitted. 

This  department  will  be  fully  organized  at  the  earliest  period 
practicable. 


SESSlSAf OEY  BS3?AMMSIf. 


This  department  furnishes  peculiar  facilities  for  a  thorough  ele- 
mentary English  education,  and  embraces  such  studies,  including 
the  elements  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  as  are  necessary 
for  admission  in  full  into  the  classical  course  of  the  college  depart- 
ment. Peculiar  attention  is  paid  to  the  pronunciation,  etymology, 
and  the  syntax  of  these  languages.  The  object  is  not  to  hurry 
pupils  from  one  author  to  another,  but  to  make  them  perfectly  fa- 
miliar, before  entering  college,  with  all  the  elementary  principles, 
and  thus,  at  an  early  period  in  their  literary  course,  forming  a  taste, 
a  relish  for  these  languages.

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classi- 
cal Course,  must  be  able  to  sustain  an  examination  in  English 
Grammar,  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  through  simple  equa- 
tions, Andrews'  and  Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar,  Andrews'  Latin 
Reader,  three  books  of  Caesar's  Commentaries,  Cicero's  Orations, 
Sophocles'  Greek  Grammar  and  Greek  Lessons,  and  Felton's 
Greek  Reader,  through  the  Cyropaedia.  Much  will  depend  on 
the  thoroughness  with  which  preparations  are  made. 

For  admission  to  the  Scientific  Course,  students  will  be  examin- 
ed in  all  the  English  Branches  of  our  preparatory  course  of 
studies. 

The  preparatory  department  is  open  for  the  reception  of  any 
student  of  good  moral  character,  who  is  of  suitable  age  to  be  re- 
moved from  the  restraints  of  domestic  life,  and  possesses  the  or- 
dinary capacities  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character ;  and  students  coming  from  other  colleges,  a  cer- 
tificate of  honorable  dismission. 


f  oration  Eiiir  §«ilbin|s. 


This  University  is  located  in  Granville,  Licking  County,  Ohio, 
three  miles  north  of  the  Central  Ohio  Railroad,  six  miles  west  of 
Newark,  and  twenty-eight  miles  east  of  the  city  of  Columbus ;  in 
an  uncommonly  healthy  locality,  and  in  a  community  distinguished 
for  intelligence  and  morality. 
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The  Buildings  consist  of  one  brick  Edifice,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three  feet  long,  and  four  stories  high,  erected  at  an  expense 
of  about  818,000;  and  one  frame  building  three  stories  high  and 
sixty-eight  feet  long,  for  the  Preparatory  Department.  These 
buildings  furnish  the  very  best. accommodations  to  students  ;  and 
being  situated  on  a  beautiful  elevation  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
town,  and  commanding  an  extensive  view  of  the  surrounding 
country,  they  offer  a  delightful  retreat  to  the  student.

In  the  spring  of  1853,  an  effort  was  commenced  to  raise  an  en- 
dowment of  ^125,000  for  this  institution.  890,000  has  been 
pledged ;  which,  with  what  had  before  been  raised  for  endowment 
purposes,  makes  the  present  resources  of  the  Univeisity,  to  consist 
of  about  8100,000.  But  to  carry  out  the  plans  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  erect  one  additional  building,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  endowment  effort  is  indispensable.

The  University  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access, 
is  about  to  be  enlarged  by  valuable  additions.  It  now,  combined 
with  the  Libraries  of  the  Literary  Societies,  comprises  about  5000 
volumes.

A  large  and  valuable  Cabinet  of  minerals  has  been  procured  at 

great  labor  and  expense.     The  Cabinet  of  Prof.  Carter  having 

been  added  to  the  stock  of  minerals  formerly  owned  by  the  Col- 

ege,  renders  it  a  very  valuable  collection  of  minerals  and  fossils. 
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fiterarg  Satieties. 


The  Calliopean  and  Franklin  Societies  have  meetings  weekly, 
in  their  own  halls,  for  exercises  in  essays,  criticisms,  orations  and 
debates.  They  each  hold  one  public  exhibition  during  the  year. 
They  have,  distinct  from  the  University,  very  valuable  libraries, 
embracing  many  of  our  most  choice  literary,  historical  and  philo- 
sophical works;  and  valuable  cabinets  of  minerals  and  curiosities. 
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The  officers  have  their  rooms  in  the  college  edifices,  and,  during 
hours  appropriated  to  study,  maintain  quietness  and  good  order  in 
the  halls  and  over  the  premises.  They  also  keep  a  register,  show- 
ing the  absence  of  each  student  from  all  exercises  upon  which  his 
attendance  is  required:  also  the  degree  of  excellence  or  deficiency 
of  each  performance,  and  his  general  deportment.  This,  if  re- 
quested, is,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  transmitted  to  parents  or 
guardians,  and  is  open  at  all  times  to  their  inspection. 

The  laws  enacted  by  the  Trustees  for  regulating  the  internal 
affairs  of  the  Institution,  will,  at  all  times,  be  enforced  by  the 
Faculty  with  firmness  and  impartiality.  When  kindness,  and  an 
appeal  to  honorable  principles,  or  private  admonition,  will  secure 
the  end  aimed  at  in  these  regulations,  ike?/  will  always  be  prefer- 
red and  employed ;  but  when  these  fail  to  influence  any  young 
man  faithfully  to  improve  his  time  and  opportunities,  his  friends 
will  be  informed  of  his  delinquencies,  that  he  may  be  removed 
from  the  Institution,  if  possible,  without  public  censure.

Prayers,  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  are  attended  to  in 
the  college  chapel,  every  morning,  at  which  all  the  students  are 
required  to  be  present. 
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Every  student  is  required  to  attend  public  worship  on  the  fore- 
noon and  afternoon  of  each  Lord's  day. 

Every  student,  on  entering  the  Institution,  is  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  laws ;  and  no  excuse  is  received  for  ignorance  of  its 
contents. 

The  payment  of  term  bills  is  invariably  required  in  advance. 

Students  will  find  it  for  their  interest,  as  well  as  comfort,  to  bring 
with  them  what  furniture  they  may  need  in  their  rooms,  sucK^  as 
sheets,  towels,  bed  spreads,  &c ,  as  they  sometimes  find  it  incon- 
venient and  expensive  to  furnish  themselves  with  these  articles 
after  their  arrival.     Bedsteads  are  furnished  by  the  college. 

Indigent,  pious  young  men,  of  suitable  character,  who  have  the 
ministry  in  view,  are  admitted  as  beneficiaries  of  the  Ohio  Baptist 
Education  Society,  by  which  society  they  are  furnished  with  free 
tuition  and  ^50  per  annum.

The  academic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms.  The  first  term 
consists  of  twelve  weeks ;  and  the  second  and  third  terms  consist 
of  fourteen  weeks  each.  ^ 

The  tuition  in  the  college  department  is  eight  dollars  for  the  first 
term,  and  ten  dollars  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms.  The 
tuition  in  the  agricultural  department  is  ten  dollars.  The  tuition 
in  the  preparatory  department  is  six  dollars  for  the  first  term,  and 
seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 
The  charges  for  incidental  expenses  are  seventy-five  cents  for  the 
first  term,  and  one  dollar  each  for  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Room  rent  in  the  Central  Edifice  is  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars 
per  annum ;  and  in  the  Western  Edifice  at  the  rate  of  six  dollars 
per  annum.  Good  board  is  obtained  in  respectable  families  at 
from  ^1,50  to  ^1,75  per  week.  By  associating  in  clubs,  students 
obtain  board  in  families  at  from  one  doUer  to  one  dollar  and 
twenty- five  cents  per  week.
